REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


The application was originally filed with claims 1-36. In a preliminary 
amendment, claims 1-36 were cancelled and replaced with claims 37-69. The office 
action failed to consider claims 67-69. 

Claims 38-52, 59, and 68 remain in this application. Claims 37, 53-58, 60-67 
and 69 have been cancelled. 

The examiner has acknowledged that claims 39-42, 46, 48-52 and 59 are 
directed to allowable subject matter. These allowable claims have been rewritten so 
that they do not depend on any rejected claims, and are now believed to be allowable. 
Rejected claims 38, 43-45, 47, and 68 have been amended to depend and further limit 
allowable claims. Accordingly, these claims also should be allowable.
